SAN FRANCISCO (UPl) - A 
panel of three federal judges; 
Wednesday ordered the Post; 
Office Department to halt in- 
terference with third-class mail 
from abroad containing Com-1 
munist propaganda. j 

The. judges declared unconsti- 
tutional a law passed in 1962 
under which the Post Office 
holds up such mail, which often 
is unsolicited. 

The addressee is notified 
that the material is being 
held, and must fill out a form 
to have it delivered. His name 
thus goes on a list of those 
willing to receive "Communist 
political propaganda/' 

The panel said that the law 
was a clear violation of the free 
speech provisions of the First 
Amendment. In an 11-page 
opinion the judges said "it is 
a fact that people who associate 
themselves in whatever fashion 
with anything 'Communist 1 are 
very likely to suffer social dis- 
approbation." The court said 
that the resulting social stigma 
and economic injury can be 
"very real." 

"We do not think a person 
should be made to suffer social 
disapprobation in order to as- 
sert his constitutional rights. M 

The court noted that similar 
lists from "earlier non-statutory 
screening programs were rou- 
tinely turned over to the House 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities." 

The ruling came in a case 
brought by Leif Heilberg of San 
Francisco, a free-lance photog- 
rapher, and the American Civil 
Liberties Union. ; 

Heilberg complained that the 
Post Office had held up delivery 
of the Peking Review of June, 
1962, which contained Red 
China's famous ideological at- 
tack upon the Soviet Union.

Also enclosed was a copy of the advertisement sponsored by the John Birch Society 
as it appeared in this paper on 11-2-64. This advertisement has photographs of 
General Eisenhower, former Secretary of Agriculture Benson and W. Cleon Skousen, 
former Bureau Agent. This advertisement is apparently a cut-down version of the 
color supplemenb?M section originally brought to the Bureau 1 s attention as published 
by the "Los Angeles Times" in the fall of this year. It is to be noted that the 
original Birch ad, quoted the Director from his appearance before the HCUA in 
March, 1947; however, the currents ad has the additional disclaimer that this should 
not be interpreted as an endorsement of the John Birch Society, as the FBI endorses 
no organization. 



By telephone call of 11-25-64, General Robert Schu^Sz, aide to 
General Eisenhower, told Inspector Robert E. Wick that Eisenhower intended to 
reply to his letter by pointing out he has never responded to such incredulous charges 
throughout his life and did not intend to start now. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

The Birch Society has used the Director's photograph and statement 
previously in several ads appearing in various newspapers throughout the country. 
In answer to specific inquiries concerning this ad, our reply has been to note that 
the Director's speeches and articles are a matter of public record and are quoted 
from time to time; however, their use does not necessarily mean that this Bureau 
has or has not "cleared" the manner in which these were employed, A specific 
statement was included to the effect that no permission was sought or granted in 
connection with the use. of Mr. Hoover's photograph and statement. The confidential 
nature of Bureau files and our policy of not evaluating organizations are usually set out 
and the general reminder that the Director is not in a position to comment' along these 
lines is stated.

I have been a longtime admirer of you and 
value your opinions very highly. I think that you are a 
great American. I also think that Mr. Welch is a great 
American, too. I think that he has done much to arouse 
many Americans from their apathy and complacency towards 
the Communist danger. He has done much in educating 
Americans in Constitutional principles and causing them to 
rededicate themselves to the same. 

Mr. Welch has done much to ak awaken many 
Americans to their civic responsibilities. In your newsletter 
"To All Law Enforcement Officials" of March 1, 1960 you 
stated, "The defense of the cherished freedoms secured and 
handed down to us by our forefathers is the responsibility of 
each American.

"Communists are trained to obey a directive or a party 
assignment, whether they agree with it or not.

"We believe that the reason the John Birch Society has

While our review did not uncover any statements directly attributed to 
Robert Welch concerning Secretary of State Dean Rusk, there is set forth hereinafter 
some statements which have appeared in the magazine, "American Opinibn, " edited 
by Robert Welch.

Your interview of November 18 will undoubtedly bring you so much 
mail that I am sorry to add even another letter to the pile. But I 
must do so because the subject of this letter is of so much importance 
to ourselves. • 

Enclosed is a photostatic copy of one part of the interview, as re- 
ported in the Boston Herald. The paragraph concerning the Society 
and myself was carried in boldface. But it did not appear at all in 
the New York Times nor in any other paper that has been called to 
my attention. • 

Knowing the Boston Herald , therefore, I cannot help wondering whethe 
or not you actually made the statement about myself as reported. If 
so, I can only hope that in time I may still earn your respect, simply 
by continuing to put all that I am and all that I have into the same 
fight as your own. 




But discussing that point is not the purpose of this letter. It is to 
see if there is any way we can get a complete transcript of your in- 
terview. We would especially like to have the part represented by 
dots and omitted by the Boston Herald , in the paragraph already 
mentioned. For naturally we should like to see what you said about 
the Society, and we can foresee possible situations in which it might 
be worth a great deal to the Society to have your exact comments on 
record. 



Also, we think that having a verbatim transcript of your whole inter- 
view in our files for future reference might prove to be of great worth 
during some of the periods of crisis that are certainly ahead.

Twelve days later John lay dead in a ditch near the town of Hsuchow- 
shot and cruelly bayonetted by "our Chinese Communist allies/' His death was known and mourned all {ft a lotlg\ long War. 
over China, for he had become a symbol of Christianity, of true brotherhood and humility, and of the 
goodness and strength of America. The cruel murder of Captain Birch was a grim warning by the Red 
Chinese to all who would oppose their 20th century barbarism. 

On November 16, 1945, Adeline Gray, who was herself a newspaper

In the fall of 1960 The John Birch Society learned 
that the Communist Party, U.S.A. was working for the passage of a bill that would 
take away funds of the House Committee on Un-American Activities so it could 
not investigate the Communist Party. For a while it appeared they might succeed. 
Then the Society (and other patriotic groups) began an all-out campaign to defeat 
this bill. The result was an overwhelming defeat for the Communists in the House 
of Representatives in 1961, — 412 to 6. 

This was perhaps the first tangible evidence of the 
effective strength of the newly formed John Birch Society, and the Communists de- 
cided it must be destroyed. A directive for the destruction of such anti-Communist 
groups went out from Moscow on December 6, 1960. 

The opening official attack against the Society came 
on February 25, 1961, in People's World, an official Communist newspaper pub- 
lished in San Francisco, California. It said there was a new, secret, fascist group 
which w^s setting up "cells" all over the United States. The succeeding Communist 
attacks oullfrj^tl the stops put, charging the Society with everything that was evil — 
hate group, racist, anti-Semitic, Hitlerite, terrorist, ad infinitum. Much of the press 
picked up the chant, spreading the falsehoods across the nation in a few short weeks. 

The intensity and virulent nature of the attacks con- 
fused many good people. Some were thoroughly brain-washed. The Communists had 
used certain trigger words and many Americans reacted in Pavlovian fashion; "hate 
peddler," "radical," and "extremist" were parroted by people who began to dislike 
the Society without knowing anything about it. 

To disprove the charges leveled against The John Birch 
Society, Robert Welch requested a thorough investigation be made by an official 
government body.

The Senate report also covers Mr. Welch's widely 
criticized statements concerning the Truman and 
Eisenhower administrations. The statements were 
contained in lengthy letters in which Mr. Welch 
queried his friends as to the reasons for the rise of 
Soviet power in the face of United States suprem- 
acy following World War II. These letters, not in- 
tended for publication, were written at the time the 
Eisenhower administration was following some of 
the liberal positions toward world Communism, 
examples of which were the failure to remove left 
wing influences from the State Department, the 
U.S. moratorium on nuclear testing, and accepting 
Castro as "the Abraham Lincoln of Cuba. 1 ' 

To answer the critics Mr. Welch expanded, slightly 
revised the letters, and published them in book 
form in 1963. In the published book, called The 
Politician, Mr. Welch states that the reader can 
reasonably conclude that President Eisenhower had 
been deceived by the Communists. 

Although Mr. Welch severely condemns the Tru- 
man administration's loss of China and the dis- 
missal of General Mac Arthur, he is just as critical 
of President Eisenhower for continuing some of 
the mistaken policies of his predecessors in regard 
to Communism. Mr. Welch's concern is under- 
standable. 

It is important to note that this book is not litera- 
ture of The John Birch Society. In fact, at the 
formation of The John Birch Society on December 
9, 1 958, the original letters were expressly excluded 
by its Council.
